state governors for their nominations 
to the upper tribunals that will single 
out the men for America's new armies. 


On each board tlie farm, the bijr em- 


ployer and the laboring: man eacb. will 
have "a friend at court." 


In a letter to each governor Secre- 


tary Baker drew attention to the dou- 
ble responsibility that rests upon the 
boards—to raise armies and at the 
same time avoid injuring the vital in- 
dustrial needs of the nation. He said 
it -vras the "most vital problem of the 
war to strike a balance between the 
military and industrial necessity." 


A£ the suggestion of the department 


every board will be composed of one 
member ia close touch with the agri- 
cultural situation of each district, an- 
other member with wide knowledge o." 
the industrial situation of the district 
affected and one in touch with the la- 
boring man, preferably a representa- 
tive of organized labor. 
In addition 


there will be one physician and one 
lawyer. 


Secretary Baker emphasized that the 


needs of the nation demand only men 
of the highest standing for these diih- 
cult positions. 


"They must be men possessing the 


mentality, experience tuid information 
that will enable them to solve the very 
difficult economical problems to be en- 
countered,'* he told the governors. 
"They must be men of such, stability, 
patriotism and integrity as will insure 
the Interests of the nation against the 
-urging of private claims.'' 


The most delicate task of the whole 


u-ork falls -upon the shoulders of tac 
appellate boards. The final and entire 
responsibility of sorting out the "in- 
dispensable" men in the "vitally neces- 
sary" industries is left to these groups 
of men. 


"To district boards," the secretary 


Wrote, "is intrusted the most vital 
problem of the war. Two things are 
to be accomplished—to raise armies 
nnd to maintain industries. 
As the 


war proceeds more and more men will 
be required for the battle lino, and 
yet there are certain industries that 
must be maintained to the end. 


"Any conceivable diminution of men 


must to some extent interfere with In- 
dustry. The diminution must be made, 
and lieuce it is self evident that the 
problem is to reduce tlie interference 
to the minimum. 


"A balance must be struck and main- 


tamed between the military and indus- 
trial needs of the nation, and the nec- 
essary sacrifice must be distributed 
with scientific accuracy. 


"The 
interest of Individuals or asso- 


ciations cannot be considered as such 
It is the interest of the nation solely 
that must be considered."

GREATEST ROAD PROBLEM. 


It In to Construct and Maintain Prop- 


erly Existing Earth Roads. 


The greatest road problem, particu- 


larly that of the township or road dis- 
trict, is to construct and maintain prop- 
erly the existing earth roads, according 
to B. H. Pipmeier, maintenance engi- 
neer of the Illinois highway depart- 
ment. In view of the tremendous 
amount of earth road work to be done 
and of money to be spent for it, every 
effort should be directed along lines 
leading to the best results. If the 
grades, cross section and drainage of 
earth roads are properly established 
they will not need alteration when the 
roadways are provided with a more 
durable wearing surface at a later date. 


Very few roads receive enough time 


and money to be put in first class con- 
dition. Most of the money is spent in 
an endeavor to maintain earth roads 
that are not in a suitable condition for 
maintenance. Many earth roads are 
worse after improper working than 
they were before it, for a large part of 
the best soil in them is exposed so that 
the first heavy rain xv ashes it away. 


The main work to be done to obtain 


efficient earth roads is to drain them 
well and then to maintain them. There

is no road material BO easily affected 
by improper drainage as earth. "When 
dry it will carry the heaviest loads im- 
posed by traffic, but when thoroughly 
saturated with water it will not sup- 
port the lightest load. Hence it is nec- 
essary to utilize all methods of keeping 
the earth road dry.

Side ditches on long, steep grades 
should b* protected against serio"« 
erosion by riprap, transverse timb 
or other beams. Culverts and bridges 
should be of ample size and be built 
as permanent structures. 
Drain tile 


should be laid to carry off underground 
water. 
Side ditches which are kept 


clean and have sufficient slope to lead 
the water away are usually preferable 
to tile drainage, but the latter Is nec- 
essary In some places.

A state wide campaign for the 


spreading of government food propa 
ganda aud the enlisting of women lu 
the flsht for tie conservation of tbe 
food supply has been started liy the 
National League For "Woman's Service 
of New York, following Mr. Hoover's 
announcement of his plans for the 
njobiliziUij of the housewives of t 
country. 


As the flrst step in this campaign 


the league, supplementing the general 
rules of economy Issued by Mr. Hoover, 
lias adopted a more definite set of 
rules, which tlie women are pledging 
themselves to observe. 
Through the 


home economics departments In its 
branches throughout the state the wo- 
men are being given short courses in 
"war" 
cooking that are designed es- 


pecially to teach them what and how 
to cook for the aid of the government. 


The rules of economy which thej* are 


pledging themselves to observe are as 
follows: 


Fircr.—To serve three corn bread 


meals a week. 


Second.—To eat more fish and poul- 


try and less meat. 


Third.—To save the canned food; It 


Is needed for the army. 


Fourth.—To give more study and ap- 


plication to the 
government's 
food 


problem. 


Fifth.—To save the fats, but at the 


same time keep a balanced menu. 


Slith.—To keep a wasteless garbage 


pail. 
„ Seventh.—Xot to cany enthusiasm 
and. patriotism to an impractical de- 
gree. 


Team of Forty at Work. 


In Xew York city a team of forty 


prominent women has been formed by 
Mrs. Irving Brock, chairman of the 
home economics department, to direct 
the food campaign, and nearly l.OCU 
women already have been lined up to 
aid Mr. Hoover. Each one of the wo- 
men is the captain of a team, and she 
has pledged herself to enlist about 
ttventj- others in the fight to keep the 
wolf from the nation's door. The cam- 
paign by team is being organized simi- 
larly all over the state. 


The 
women 
all have taken the 


courses In war cooking arranged by the 
league. 
From the beginning of the 


discussion of the food shortage prob- 
lem Mrs. Brock lias considered*!! most 
Important for the women who wish to 
economize that they attend a cooking 
school and prepare to conduct then- 
households on an absolutely business 
basis. 


"Before she starts her economies the 


housewife should know where and how 
to begin so that she will not proceed 
about her economizing unwisely," snkl 
Mrs. Brock. 
""While saving the foo'l 


supply she caii do u whole lot of harm 
to lier family and give absolutely nc 
aid to the government If she hns no 
knowledge of food values. Every wo- 
man who conies out o£ the league's 
cooking schools knows just what foods 
the government lacks and what to sub- 
stitute without damage to the diet of 
her family. 


"Because our ^orneu have adopted 


war menus that docs not mean thej 
cannot serve just as appetizing and at- 
tractive meals as formerly. 
This in 


one of the things they are taught at the 
cooking schools. 
For the average 


hoiisewife I think that the saving of 
fats will be her most difficult problem, 
and I want to warn her that fats ate 
very necessary to the individual ami 
that substitutes for them a^ few. For 
the protection of her familv she must 
study such things :>etoro she rushes 
blindly to the aid of her country." 


As a further help the league is plan 


ning to give n special cooking conrs-j 
for cooks where they can be brought 
into closer touch with the food condl 
tions.

OF AMPLE GOAL SUPPLY 


Fuel, Just as Food, Is Vita! Need, 


and Statistics Show That 


Records Are Broken. 


Not only food, but fuel, is a vital need 


of this country and of our allies—coal 
to ruu the ships and railroads, to feed 
the iron furuaees and furnish steam- 
for all the manufacturing plants, coal 
in greater quantities than, have ever 
before 
been mined 
in 
the 
United 


States 'Or in any part of tile world, 
and this need is being met in true 
American fashion by the operators and 
owners of the mines and by the dig- 
gers of cpal. With these words Secre- 
tary Franklin K. Lane began his state- 
ment regarding the coal situation as 
reported to him by the statisticians of 
his department. 
x 


The production of coal in the United 


Stales lust .vtur, he continued, was 
the greatest In the history of the coun- 
try. 
A new record, however, was set 


for the flrst MX mouths of this year, 
fully 270,000,000 tons of bituminous 
coal being produced since Jun. 3, thus 
exceeding the output of the flrst six 
mouths of last year by about 20.000,000 
tons. 
Even better news ia that the 


limit has not yet been reached, for, as 
the railroads are able to \vork out to 
better advantage the problem of car 
supply and Rive to the mines greater 
facilities for transporting their product 
to market, the supply of coal that 
reaches the consumer ^ill be In stead- 
ily increasing riunntltles. In the early 
months of 1017, because of the conges- 
tion of the railroads and the difficul- 
ties of transportation, the production 
of bituminous coal foil behind the high 
mark bet in January and February a 
year IIRO. As a result of the patriotic 
and earnest endeavor of the railroad 
officials and the coul operators and 
representatives of mine workers who 
tiave volunteered their services to the 
federal government in this emergency, 
production has been speeded up within 
the last few months, aud the output of 
soft cool, wlii.-h in May exceeded all 
previous records, was surpassed in 
June. 


Despite the extra demand in this 


country aud the urgent needs of our 
allies, no one \vith the facts before 
him can doubt that the coal industry, 
under the careful guidance of those 
now directing its welfare, will be able 
to supply all needs.
